A^s  to  tbe  suffering  of  Divinity,  I Will  say 
that  before  it  I can  be  shown  that  Divinity  did 
not  suffer,  it  bust  be  proyen  that  the  God- 
man  was  not!  a single  personality;  for  if  the 
God-man  |bfe  a single  personality,  a single 
consciousness,  designated,  by  the  pronoun 
“I,”  then  that  personality  suffered.  There 
is  no  intimation  in  all  Scripture  that  the  God- 
man  was  not  a single  personality.  "There  is 
no  hint  or  indication  that  He  is  leading  a 
double  life,  rejgning  consciously  as  God  while 
He  is  suff  rin|g  apparently  as  man.  His  per- 
sonality!is  simple  and  indivisible.  If  the  one 
who  died  on  Calvary  was  a mere  theophany  . 
then  Hjs  death  was  merely  a dramatic  spec-  ' 
taele  The  body  of  Jesus  was  btoken,  bat 
God  was  not  touched.  But  if  the  Father 
truly  spared  feot  his  own’  Son,  but  delivered 
Him  up  for  ns  all,  then  the  Father  also  suf- 
fered sympathy,  making  an  invisible  sac- 
rifice, pn  infinite  surrender  of  love  for  our 
sakea*  Then  the  Son  alto  suffered,  making 
a visitye  sacrifice,  and  pouring  out  bis  soul 
unto  <Jeath  to  redeem  ..ds  from  the  fear  of 
death  and  toe  power  of  sin.  And  this  be- 
comes real  to  our  faith  and  potent  upon  our 
souls  Only  *hen  we  see  the  human  life  of 
God,  fgonizjng  in  the  garden,  tortured  in  the 
judgment  h^U,  .and  expiring  upon  the  cross. 


But  before  we  turn  that}  new 
leaf,  would  {t  not  be  well,  in  the  sight  of  bod, 
to  make  honorable  disposition  of  some  cjf  the 
unfinished  business  of  the  past?  The  Rood 
Book  says  pay  whit  thou  owest.  A'«l  by 
reference  to  the  old  books,  we  find  that 
churches  and  preachers,  not  a few,  are  badly 
in  debt.  Preachers  are  expected,  and  justly 
so,  10  pay  their  honest  debts  And  I aj>k,  is 
it  an  finriihteous  thijig  that  churches  be 
expected  tojpay  their  honest  debts  alSO?|  The 
sajings  and  doings  of  a church  constitutes  its 
history.  And  before  wle  reach  too.  fat  into 
the  future,  I believe  th*t  churches,  not  k few, 


coold  not  have  been  without  sin.  But  life  can 
draw  from  the  putrescent  clod  materials 
for  its  own  living.  Divine  life  appropriates 
the  human.’”  There  is  but  one  conclusion 
which  can  be  drawn  Iron  this  sentence.  As 
the  Logps  did  enter  into  union  with  human 
nature,  therefore  the  resulting  product, 
i.  e , the‘God-man,  is  without  sin.  Has  Bro. 
Schilling  said  more  than  this?  Bro.  Schilling 
must  first  prove  that  my  position,  wiih  respect 
to  the  human  nature  of  Christ,  makes  th«  per- 
sonal Christ  a sinner,  then,  and  not  till  then, 
will  his  proof  texts  be  applicable  to  my 
theory.
